Additional Backup Information

This contract will provide repair and maintenance services to stormwater ponds owned, operated by, or affecting
Austin Energy in compliance with City of Austin and state environmental design criteria and regulations. Austin
Energy currently owns and/or maintains seven ponds throughout its service area and surrounding counties. The
contractor will furnish all mobilization costs, erosion and sedimentation controls including re-sodding, labor, permits,
material, machinery, tools, supplies, equipment, incidentals, and horticultural supervision required to perform the
work at the ponds in accordance with specifications provided. Maintenance work shall include but not be limited to:
removal of debris, trimmings, trash, vegetation and sediment build-up, and re-sodding areas of remediation.

An Austin Energy team with experience in operations evaluated the proposals. The criteria evaluated included plan to
complete work, applicable experience, personnel qualifications, and total evaluated cost.
